Ax Offer of this Kind, would WY

him was ineffectual. He perſiled in his 
firſt Reſolution of making no Steps to- 
wards his Preferment; and the more his

_clar'd his Reluctance to it; till at laſt de- 


clining all Company, and chuſing a ſoli-

TRE Treaſurer's Son, whoſe Name 
was Emuryphax, had a moſt ardent Paſſi- 
on for A/mazaida, who was a celebrat- 
ed Beauty at the Perſian Court, and a 
Lady of an illuſtrious Family: But her 
Father not approving of the Match, was 
determin'd to uſe all poſſible Means to 

3 it, which created ſome Enmity 
between the two Families; and the 
Treaſurer, being but too well inform d 
of the violent Inclinations of his Son, 
thought that his Abſence from Court 
would alſo divert him from a Paſſion, 
which if purſu d, might prove fatal to him.

View of every thing that was moſt re-

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Tux were, when this was propos d, at 
the Court of Morocco, from whence they 
ſet out on this tedious Journey, and at- 
ter having travell'd for ſeveral Weeks 
through the Deſert of Zaara, the King- 
dom of Nubia, and other African Coun- 
tries, they at laſt reach d Ethiopia, the 
Dominions of the famous Emperor of 
the Ay ins. Narzanes and Euryphax 
had not been long arriv'd there, but they 
made their Appearance at Court, where 
they were honour' d with the ſame ob- 
liging Reception, which they had met 
with at thoſe of the other African Princes. 
The Splendor and Magnificence of the 
Emperor's Court, was for ſome Days the 
Subject of their Admiration; and as 
Foreigners, they were continually enter- 
tain'd with new Diverſions according to 
the Cuſtoms of that Country ; till Nar- 
zanes, beginning to reflect on the Time 
he had ſpent in thoſe Amuſements, thought 
it might be employ'd to better Purpoſe ;

Tus vicious Diſpoſition of Mind in- 


volv'd him often in troubleſome Broils,

ſoon as he began to be known in any

On x Circumſtance to be obſerv'd here, 
is, that the Emperor of Perſia, having 
repos d an intire Confidence in his Mi- 
niſter, had therefore. never requir' d him 
to produce the Particulars of ſuch Sums 
as had been expended in carrying on the 
War, in forming Alliances, and other ſe- 
eret Services: But relying ſo much on his 
Integrity, was throughly ſatisfied with 
his Conduct in general. And as to Nar- 
zanes,. whoſe Actions had already _ 
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him the greateſt Man of the Age, both 
for the Practice of all the Moral Virtues, 
and his powerful Skill in the Arts of 
Government; it could never be ſurmiz d 


that he wou d in any Manner deceive his 


Prince, and employ the public Funds 
to his own private Uſe, ſince he had 
given ſo many Proofs to the contrary. 


But as he was ſenſible that a Miniſter, 
in all political Tranſactions, ought to 


carry on his Deſigns with the utmoſt Se- 


crecy; he ſo ſtrictly obſerv'd this Ma- 


xim, that he ſcarce intruſted any Perſon 


with his Negotiations ; but kept private 
Journals written with his own Hand, of 


every Particular that had been tranſacted 
during his Adminiſtration, which made it 
almoſt impoſſible for any one to dive in- 
to the State of Affairs without his Know- 


ledge. And certainly a Miniſter who 


acts upon theſe Principles is not to be 
blam'd; nor is his Candor and Honeſty 
to be diſputed, becauſe he is throughly 
vers d in Politicks; ſince that Talent 
diſcreetly manag d, is the only Support of 


a Government. But the Conduct of a 
Minifter, be his Actions ever ſo good 


and glorious, can never pleaſe ambi- 
tious Men; who, to gratify their Paſſions, 


are always ready 8 deſtroy the beſt con- 
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certed Schemes, and lay them open to 


the Enemies of their Country. For at 
this very Juncture, whilſt Narzanes was 


taking the beſt Meaſures poſſible, to ſe- 


cure an advantageous and laſting Peace 


to the Nation, whoſe Welfare he had 


ſo much at Heart; Eumypbax and his Ad- 


berents, were traiteroutly carrying on a ſe- 


_ cret Correſpondence with foreign Pozpers. 
They had repreſented the National At 
fairs to them in a very falſe Light ; and 
buoy'd them up with the Hopes of an 

approaching Civil-War in Perſia, which 

Was the only Thing the confederate 

Princes could wiſh for, in order to form 


ſome new Attempt againſt the Empire. 
And this horrid Contrivance had like 


to have obſtructed all Narzanes's Mea- 
ſures ; as it not only causd a general 
Stagnation in Trade, but alſo put the 
Crown to very unneceſſary Expences, 


which might otherways have been a- 
voided.

Suck was the infectious Spirit that 


rag d in Euryphax and his Party, which 


by their falſe inuendos and malicious

Tux Emperor, who all this Time 
had not been appriz d of the vile Deſigns 
which were carrying on againſt his Mi. * 
niſter, had Occaſion to call a Council!

Emperor could explain his Intentions, 
they began to exclaim heavily againſt
